Today, three-quarters of a cen- 
tury after Lincoln's death, almost 
every schoolchild knows by heart 
the words he said the world would 
“little note nor long remember” 
the words he spoke at Gettysburg: 

“Now we are engaged in a great 
civil war, testing whether that na- 
tion or any nation so conceived and 
so dedicated can long endure...” 

And today we look back with the 
perspective of history and know 
Mhat that nation, that our nation, 
would not have endured had there 
been no Lincoln to hold it together 
in its period of gravest crisis. 

But Lincoln’s stature rises not 
alone from the greatness of his 
deeds. It was something deeper that 
has given him a place unshared by 
other great men in our history. 

He was “of the people.” He was 
the man who split rails and cleared 
his own land, who carried farm 
produce to New Orleans and sold 
it, who at one time operated a 
ferry boat across the Ohio river, 


and who kept a general store at 
New Salem, Illinois. 
We shall never forget that 


he | 
saved the nation. But his humility, | 
his humanness, his wit and sense | 
of humor, his rugged earthly qual- | 
ity—these have made his name a 
symbol of the soul of America. And | 
these are the things about him | 
which America Is remembering 
now, on the one-hundred and twen- | 
ty-eighth anniversary of Lincoln's 


irth.

Newspaner Mailers 
Receive Wage Hike 


Bringing to a successful termina- 
tion two months of negotiations 
with the Oakland Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, Oakland Mail- 
ers’ Union No. 63 achieved specific 
gains in the agreement finally con- 
sumated. 

Wages of journeymen were in- 
creased from $7.08 per day to 
$7.35, along with corresponding in- 
creases for apprentices. A new pro- 
vision was gained extending the 
wage scale for apprentices to the 
sixth year of apprenticeship, where 
formerly it was extended only to 
the fifth year. 

Hours of work were reduced | 
from an 8-hour day exclusive of 
lunch time to an 8-hour day in- 
clusive of lunch time, thereby estab- 
lishing a 74-hour working day as 
against the old 8-hour working day. 

This latter provision is to become 
effective June 1, 1937, and will not

be to increase the hourly rate of 
pay from 88' cents to 98 cents, 
a gain of 10.7%.

A more favorable ap- 
prentice ration wasestablished along 
with provisions for adequate train- 
ing of apprentices. 

The contract is effective Febru- 
ary 1, 1937 and will remain in 
effect until January 31, 1938.
